Troubled 
Passage 


Early next month, Christians around the world will 
meet together, talk together and pray together in the 
annual observance of the “Week of Prayer for Christian 
Unity.” 
Sponsored by the Atonement Friars at Graymoor 
Ecumenical Institute, the week serves as a potent 
reminder that “God continues to reconcile the world to 
Himself in Jesus Christ by the power of the Holy Spirit” 
and that in this knowledge is the Christian’s hope, 
courage and strength “to work for greater and more 
manifest signs of the unity of the Christian Church ...” 
The ecumenical movement is considered to be in 
general disarray at the 
particular 
moment — 
particularly on the official level between denominations. 
To cite just one example, the Episcopal Church’s 
decision to permit the ordination of women has affected 
affected not just that denomination, but has resonated - 
throughout most of “catholic” Christendom. 
The Polish National Catholic Church has broken 
sacramental relations with the Episcoplaians, has 
“bewildered” the Orthodox churches and called into 
question their relations and created “obstacles” for the 
dialogue between Roman Catholics and Episcopalians. 
In the midst of this turmoil has come John Cogley’s 
posthumous memoir, "A Canterbury Tale” (Seabury), 
in which Cogely details some of the reasons for his 
personal journey from Roman Catholicism—Romt— to 
Anglicanism — Canterbury. 
One of the best known lay Roman Catholics in the 
United States, Cogely’s announcement of his conversion 
to Anglicanism in September, 1973, hit the religious 
world with a shattering impact. 
Cogely, best known as a journalist and called by many 
the “pope of ‘Commonweal’ Catholics,” was one of the 
most influential liberal Catholics on the American 
scene: an activist in the Catholic Worker movement 
during the Depression, columnist and editor at the 
highly respected lay publication 
“Commonweal,” 
religion editor for New York Times and editor of the 
respected “Center Magazine” of the Center for Study of 
Democratic institutions. 
In his memoir, Cogely details his experiences at all of 
these various institutions, offering “reflections” along 
the way about his movement into A m e r i c a n 
Episcopalianism. 
Cogely’s “trouble” with Catholicism in the post- 
Vatican II era was neither bitter nor unique, but a 
problem shared with many other liberal Catholics 
seeking to reconcile their inherited faith and the new 
movements — sometimes agonizingly slow — that seem 
implied by the Council. 
In his preface, he expresses the hope that “the Church 
of my birth and the Church of my adoption will soon 
enter into full Christian communion.” 
Cogely, considered a “professional” Catholic by many 
of his friends gives what may seem to be a strange 
reason for his final acceptance of Anglicanism: 
“There actually was no Episcopal Church in the sense 
of a theologically produced body within Christianity... 
there were no ‘Episcopal’ sacraments, no ‘Episcopal’ 
ministry, no ‘Episcopal’ theology.

Preventive Medicine for Children 
We are a youaf ani growing 
family. We’ve always wondered 
if there are definite preventive 
measures dint can Insure hatter 
health and longevity far our 
children. — Mr. and Mrs. D.K., 
Pa. 
Dear Mr. and Mrs. E.: 
Yours is a wise and thoughtful 
question. There Is a tendency to 
believe 
that 
preventive 
medicine refers only to adults. 
In reality, the ideal objective of 
preventive medicine is to start 
during early childhood. 
.a Only in this way can the 
^chronic diseases that strike 
later in life, such as stroke, 
heart disease and possibly 
cancer, 
he 
modified 
or 
prevented. 
For example, the beginning 
and 
progression 
of 
atherosclerosis can ba said to 
depend on high cholesterol 
levels in the blood, and marked 
overweight ’n * fatty plaques 
that develop inside the arteries 
and interfere with the free flow 
of blood can be prevented with 
proper diet controlled weight 
and planned e aer dee, begin­ 
ning at an early age. 
Teenage and young adult 
smoking undoubtedly plays an 
important part in some of the 
major illnesses of man. 
Family eating habits should 
be adjusted so that ALL 
members of the family, young 
and old, benefit by the newer 


concepts of diet in relation to 
good health. 
Dr. Christine W Williams and 
Dr. Ernst L. Wynder, of the 
American Health Foundation In 
New York Qty, point out that 
“the cholesterol level of the 
average American child at age 
three is equal to that of a 
middle-aged man in countries 
sud! as Japan, where coronary 
heart disease mortality la low. 
“With 40 per cant of caloric 
consumption made up of fat, 
especially saturated fats, and 
the high intake of cholesterol 
and calories from ‘junk foods,’ 
our children have higher 
cholesterol levels and great 
risks of having coronary artery 
disease in adult life than 
children in almost any other 
country in the world.” 
Patterns of eating within the 
home and sensible planning of 
meals at school are a vital part 
af preventive medicine. 
Children with a family history 
of diabetes or any other 
hereditary illness should be 
kept under surveillance The 
early recognition of disease 
means earlier treatment and 
prevention of complications 
A must, of course, is to 
maintain a high level af im­ 
munisation against diseases for 
which vaccines are now so 
effective.

State H ouse V ie w 
Pari-Mutuel Track

INDIANAPOLIS (UPI) — A comparison 
of answers over a six-year period to a 
legislative poll conducted by United Press 
International indicates Indiana lawmakers 
moved slowly toward acceptance of pari­ 
mutuel horsetrack betting and may now be 
moving away from it again. 
Comparisions also show a g r e a t e r - 
acceptance in the 1977 Indiana Legislature - 
for the proposed equal rights amendment 
than it previously had 


In 
1971, the poll showed only seven 
legislators favoring parimutuel, with 74 
74 opposed to it. By 1973. this had changed to 
49 for, 63 opposed and seven undecided. And 
in 1975, the tide turned for pari-mutuel and 
the poll vote of 54 for, 45 against correctly 
indicated the 1975 and 1976 passage of this 
bill, only to fall before Gov. Otis R Bowen’s 
veto. 


But the just-completed poll among 1977 
lawmakers, 
shows 
those 
favoring 
pari­ 
mutuel again in the minority, although not 
much. A total of 106 of the 150 senators and 
and representatives registered their views in 
this last poll. 


The highest negative vote ot 56 came on 
the 
question 
of 
legalizing 
pari-mutuel 
wagering with 46 legislators favoring it, a 
still significant number, and four were 
undecided 


On this year’s poll, a question also was 
included on ratification of the proposed 
equal rights amendment to the federal 
constitution, with 52 for it, 50 against and 
four undecided The same question in 1973 
was 61-53 againstand in 1975 it was 57-42 
against 
The only real unanimity in the current poll 
came in responses to two questions. One was 
whether 
periodic 
review 
is 
needed 
to 
determine if governmental agencies should 
continue in existence. Of Ute 106, a total of 
103 favored it, and three said they opposed 
it.

Another vote of 103 in favor and three

“But when the time had fully come, God 
sent his Son, born of a woman, born under 
law, to redeem those under law, that we 
might receive the full rights of sons.” 
(Galatians 4:4-5, The New International 
Version). 
The miraculous conception was a history- 
shattering event of greater magnitude then 
the original miracle of creation itself. It was a 
new demonstration in God's program of 
redemption that revealed His wisdom and 
power and love. 
Such a supernatural exception in the usual 
process of bringing forth life presented 
staggering theological implications. For one 
thing, it meant that Deity and humanity were 
conjoined in the one personality of Jesus 


Christ. He was “made of a woman,” not of a 
man. It was the body of Mary that furnished 
the nutritive elements for the building of the 
human body of Christ. Only in this respect is 
Christ called “the seed of David” (Mary 
being a descendant of David). But the Christ-

fund handouts, according to Gene Adams, 
retired executive of Citibank in New York. 
Adams founded a company c a l l e d 
Emerging Economies Corp. devoted to just 
that principle. It finances for-profit ventures 
in underdeveloped lands with a definite 
social goal, to satisfy an existing need. EEC 
not only 
puts up money but provides 
managerial help to the ventures. 
Adams’ associates in EEC include Edwin 
Kleisser, a New Jersey manufacturer of- 
dust control systems, John Coventry Smith, 
former president of the World Council of 
Churches, and a number of retired or active 
executives of big companies. 
EEC seeks to make i n v e s t m e n t s , 
sometimes comparatively modest ones, in 
the 
underdeveloped 
countries 
that 
will 
create jobs, give the workers part ownership 
in the business, earn a profit and do 
something to meet the needs of the poor — 
solve a local nutrition, health or housing 
problem, for instance 


It insists on a progressive point of view. 
For example, one of the first ventures has a 
woman manager who is said to be the first 
female in the history of South Korea to be 
general manager of a business. 


“We believe,” Adams says, "that the best 
vehicle for helping the poor and oppressed is 
to foster human enterprise. We help people 
to help themselves and thereby take away 
the stigma of the handout, which destroys 
human dignity and often is rejected by even 
desperately poor people.” 


Adams said that by setting up ventures so 
the recipients of the help must make it as a 
bona fide business, EEC so far has managed 
to have its investm ents returned several 
fold. 
The 
company 
has 
worked 
i n 
cooperation with missionaries who are in 
position to see local needs. Churches and 
philanthropic organizations invest in EEC to 
give it the money for its local projects. EEC 
also 
exports 
extremely 
u p - t o - d a t e 
management techniques to little enterprises 
in some of the world’s most stagnant 
economic backwaters. 
The company is comparatively new but 
already it has two profitable investments in 
Korea and two near the launching stage in 
Brazil. 
San Yang Foods Corp in Seoul makes and 
sells instant noodle soups in an area of 
extreme malnutrition, unemployment and 
latter day feudalism. T h e r e are no 
superhighways in Korea to enable San Yang 
to ship its produce to the extreme south of 
the republic. It needed to open a plant in the 
southern port of Pusan. EEC put up the 
money 
In a country like Korea, wracked by war 
and poverty, birth defects and malformed 
limbs are common and there is a big need 
for 
prosthetic 
devices. 
EEC 
invested 
$106,000 in Saehan Corp , which makes a line 
of 25 prosthetics for the handicapped poor. 
One of EEC’s projected investments in 
Brazil will be for a similar company to 
make 
prosthetic 
devices 
for 
sale 
at 
reasonable cost to handicapped Brazilian 
workers. 
The other planned Brazilian venture is a 
small loan firm to make loans such as $75 
(to be paid off at as little as $2 a week) to a 
basket weaver to pay for a special kind of 
tool

In A n d A ro u n d Rush C ounty 
People, Places, And Things 


By BOB BEELER 


For years now, on every major highway 
coming into Rushville, you can see a sign 
about three quarters of a mile out that says 
“Historical Marker, I Mile.” For a long time 
this sign stumped me, because I couldn’t 
figure out what in Rushville was a historical 
marker Then, one day, from that sign I drove 
approximately one mile, and then it hit me. It 
was so obvious I felt a little foolish. The 
historical marker, of course, was the Rush 
County Courthouse 
The courthouse has been around as long as 
anyone can remember Oh, there may be a 
few people around that can remember when 
the courthouse was first erected, but I doubt if 
they can remember what happened while the 
plans for the courthouse were being outlined, 
and while it was being built It wasn't all easy. 
I checked back through the newspapers of 
the time, and of course, the best source of 
information was the Rushville Republican 
During that time, the Republican was only 
being published twice a week, once on Friday 
and once on Tuesday And, the only recorded 
newspapers I could find were 1894 and 1896 
So, exactly when the courthouse was planned 
is unclear at this time, but I did find out some 
interesting things 
For instance, as with 
anything new, the people of Rush County 
didn’t want to spend that much money for a 
courthouse 
The first mention I could find in the old 
newspapers of the new courthouse was on 
January 7, 1896 And it wasn't good 
It seemed that on that date, a report ap 
peared in the paper pertaining to a mass 
meeting held in Carthage to protest the 
building of the new courthouse A “largely 


attended’ meeting was held and all there 
unanimously approved the drafting of a 
petition against the building of the courthouse 
“at this tim e.” The petition, according to the 
article, was to be passed around to all 
residents of Ripley Township, and according 
to later reports, was signed by just about 
everyone in that township 
The courthouse had just about everyone up 
in arm s 
The commissioners who were 
discussing the project got enough people 
upset that letters to the editor of the 
Republican were regular appearances in the 
paper 
The building of the courthouse prompted 
one letter with the author, who was unnamed, 
claiming that in most cases elected officials 
were ruled by the citizenry, but that in the 
case of the courthouse “the officers rule 
supreme and we, the people are abject 
slaves ” It went on to say that “ what the will 
of the people is, they (thecommissioners) will 
not heed .” 
That 
letter 
further called 
for 
the 
resignation of the commissioners “so that 
their places may be filled with men that will 
hearken to their (the people’s) wishes, for 
certainly there can be no mistake as to what 
the people think of this wonderful project.” It 
went on to say that the taxpayers are in the 
midst of troubled times, and asked that the 
commissioners go slow on the courthouse ” 
Another letter to the editor, again unsigned, 
said nineteen-twentieths of the taxpayers 
were against building the courthouse One of 
the letter’s strong points against toe new 
structure was that the farmers will have no 
place to hitch their horses when they come to 
town, causing them to pay $10 for stable fees 


each time they come to town, m at letter was 
dated January 28th of the same year. 
'So the biggest gripe the people had against 
the courthouse was the amount of money it 
was going to cost them The Republican, after 
many requests, ran an article on just exactly 
what it would cost each taxpayer. 
And, believe it or not, the total cost of the 
beautiful courthouse that now sits in down­ 
town Rushville was $160,000. The people of the 
county were afraid the cost might go as high 
as $200,000 
Despite all the obvious public outcry 
against 
the new 
courthouse, 
the com­ 
missioners hired an architect and plans were 
drawn. An article appearing in the February 
4 edition of the paper said A W Hush and 
Sons of Indianapolis, architects for the 
building, were paid $4,000 for the architect 
fees “in cash, as Hush declined a bank draft ” 


And, on February lith, the commissioners 
passed a resolution to borrow the $160,000 to 
build the courthouse Even the reporter of the 
story for the Republican began editorializing, 
stating that the commissioners made two 
mistakes. First, the writer said the 5 per cent 
interest rate on the bonds was too great, and 
second, the commissioners were making a 
mistake letting all bonds taken out mature 
together in 20 years. So everybody was 
against it. 
On March the 6th of that year, the com­ 
missioners let the bids for the new court­ 
house, and P ll McCormack of Columbus 
was awarded the bid So most of the trouble 
was over, right9 
Wrong. 
During the letting of the bids, suits were 


threatened by the firm of Jordan E. Gibson 
Gibson accused the commissioners of letting 
the bid after “improper acts and influences, 
and secret meetings.” 
Gibson made good his threats, and sought 
an injuction against the commissioners, so 
that they could not enter a contract with the 
McCormack firm 
The article appearing in the paper quoted 
Gibson as saying "If I don’t build that court 
house, nobody will.” It seemed that Gibson 
felt he had the lowest bid, and the com­ 
missioners had already decided when they 
met to let bids. 
McCormack, however, did not waste any 
time. By the time Gibson had filed his in­ 
junction, McCormack and his men had 
already begun tearing down the old court­ 
house The offices in the old courthouse had 
already been moved to the Pythian Lodge 
Hall 


Of course, the attorney for the com­ 
missioners denied Gibson s allegations, and 
two days after the suit was filed, Gibson s bid 
was thrown out and declared illegal It seems 
that Gibson failed to contain stone samples as 
required by the specifications of the bid 
The judge added that Gibson could show no 
proof of the allegations of secret dealing 
between the commissioners and McCormack 
and the injunction was denied 
So, the recently sandblasted, beautiful 
Rush County Courthouse had troubled 
beginnings when the idea first came about • 
And the commissioners had sense enough to 
go ahead with the work despite public opinion 
Now, it is a historical marker, but oh the 
trouble they had to go through to get it

Specialized coverages of p a r­

insurance and charter flight 
protection. 
A ccident and health in su r­ 
ance policies generally provide 
coverage 
anywhere 
in 
the 
world. 
N early 
all 
medical 
facilities in the United States 
honor dom estic insurance poli­ 
cies and won’t require im m edi­ 
ate paym ent from the patient if 
they 
can confirm 
that 
the 
insurance is in force. 
To expedite medical claim s, 
policyholders should carry their 
insurance identification 
card 
and the telephone num ber to 
call to verify coverage. 
U.S.

the trip because of illness or

Cancellation 
could m ean loss of the deposit. 
Some com panies provide cover­ 
age for the a ir fare only, but a 


few others offer protection for 
the entire cost, including fare 
and accommodations. 
Check your automobile insur­ 
ance policy if you are traveling 
by car. Financial responsibility 
requirem ents for personal in­ 
jury and property damage as a 
result of accidents vary among 
the states. Many auto policies 
now autom atically extend cov­ 
erage to m eet the requirements 
of various states — including 
those with no-fault insurance. 


But there are exceptions and 
short-term additional coverage 
may be necessary.

Job H unting Tips 
Job Market Tight, Competitive; 
Put Your Best Foot Forward

Today’s job applicants come in many shapes, and sizes. The 
high school student looking for a part-tim e job, a recent high 
school or college graduate seeking that “ perfect” position, the 
housewife who decides now that her children are in school it's 
time to go back to work, or the breadwinner of the fam ily vying 
for a job that pays a little more, are flooding the job market. 
Needless to say, there seem s to be more job applicants than 
there are jobs, and a s a result, applicants must be competitive 
in finding positions to fill their needs. 
In today’s job m arket, an interview with a prospective em ­ 
ployer can be very significant. The attitudes that com e across 
during an interview, and the applicants appearance through the 
eyes of an interviewer take on a new importance. 
Several employers in the Rush County area were interviewed 
recently and asked m any questions concerning what they look 
for in a job applicant. Their answers form a good background 
for the serious job hunter and provide some inside information 
and tips in applying for a position. 
Many employers have certain characteristics or item s they 
look for first in an applicant. According to Ken Pennington, asst, 
superintendent of Rushville Schools, appearance and ap­ 
propriate dress catch an interviewer’s attention right away. 
Personality is also important, as the employer attem pts to 
discover whether a prospective employee will be able to get 
along with fellow w orkers. Last year, Pennington interviewed 
nearly 200 men and women desiring teaching positions here. 
George Williams, publisher of the Republican, also named 
personality and the ability to cooperate with others as key 
characteristics of a future employee. 
One personnel m anager cited the application as the item he

looks at first. What can an application show? If i f s filled out 
neatly and correctly it can provide quite a bit of inside in­ 
formation about the applicant. A m essy application, on the other 
hand, or one in which the applicant did not follow directions, is 
autom atically viewed as inferior to the others and is often 
placed on the bottom of the stack. 
Jo b seekers can take heart if they do not p ossess experience in 
som e areas. According to Dee Monroe, office m anager at 
Schnadig, experience in a certain field is not an absolute 
requirement. Every new worker has to be trained on the job to 
an extent, said Monroe. Especially in office work, every firm 
has a different system . In the teaching a^ea, experience is also 
not a requirement. Ken Pennington stated that first year 
teachers often have more enthusiasm and dedication than 
teachers who have been with the system longer. The school 
system is also tied to dollar and cents figures, and teachers with 
more experience are paid more. Experience in many areas, 
however, can make up for a lack of education, said many em ­ 
ployers. 
One real “ turn-off” for nearly every em ployer is an applicant 
who immediately ask s what his pay will be, what his benefits 
include, etc. According to George Williams, “ A good job 
prospect will wait until the job is offered him before inquiring 
about salary. He may then say, Yes, I’m interested but I need to 
know a few details concerning...” Other em ployers also stated 
that good job applicants do not ask. Many firm s, when in­ 
terviewing, try to explain these important item s to the ap­ 
plicant. Dee Monroe noted that he tries to outline a starting 
salary to an applicant and also attem pts to forcast her or his 
salary after one year. He em phasized, however, that the ap­ 
plicant should not ask at the onset of the interview. 
Although every em ployer’s needs differ, a s do job seeker’s, | 
nearly every person in a hiring position has sim ilar instructions. 
“ Be yourself.” Most em ployers realize that job applicants will 
be nervous during an interview, and try to put him or her at 
ease. Don’t try to im press the interviewer with something you 
are not More than likely, he will be able to see through the 
facade. If not, one will be hired on false pretenses and will have i 
to live up to the way he conducted him self during the interview. 
In sum m ary, seekers must m ake a good im pression, but must 
do so by being real, not phoney. D ress appropriately, answ er 
questions accurately, steer aw ayfrom yes or no answers, and 
most importantly, “ be yourself.”

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Cachaca Is National 
Beverage Of Brazil 


MONTES 
CLAROS, 
Brazil 
(UPI) — All over Brazil almost 
every small farm has its own 
distillery for making cachaca 
from 
fermented sugar cane 
juice. It’s the Brazilian rum, 
the national beverage, second 
perhaps only to coffee. As one 
Brazilian said, “Every farmer 
makes 
cachaca 
and 
every 
Brazilian 
drinks 
it. 
It's 
a 
sacred national institution, like 
soccer and sam ba.” 


At one (arm near Montes 
Claros, some 400 miles north of 
Rio de Janeiro, the sugar cane 
is processed from January to 
June — fed into a small press 


to extract the juice which then 
runs into great dugout canoe­ 
sized logs. There the ferment­ 
ing agent, corn and ash, works 
its 15-day magic. The logs are 
blackened and seasoned from 
over 20 years of use in the

small, shadowy one-room fac­ 
tory. 
From the logs, the juice goes 
to a 600-quart boiler, where a 
wood fire distills IOO quarts of 
pure 
cachaca. 
This 
young 
liquor is stored at least one 
year in 500-gallon hogsheads 
before bottling. 
“The older it is, the smoother 
it tastes,” says Nelson, chief of 
the distilling operation here and 
connoisseur of cachaca. 
He 
attributes his good health to a 
glass 
of 
cachaca 
pura 
(straight) before each meal and 
a “little in the evening.” 
The 200-acre farm grows its 
own 
sugar 
cane and 
corn, 
houses the eight men and their 
families 
who 
work 
on 
the 
cachaca operation, which in­ 
cludes bottling and transporting 
the finished product to market 
in town. It’s a self-sustaining 
operation. 
Each 
bottle 
pro­ 
claims that it holds the finest of 
sugar cane nectars. Its “Malu- 


quinha” brand is quaint and 
apt, meaning Crazy Little Lady 
— perhaps from 
too much 
inbibing? 
In season, the distillery hums 
along seven days a week to 
produce some 36,000 bottles in 
sixmonths. 
The 
pleasant 
colonial-style 
farm is called Fish Lagoon. 
Entwined blue and pink flow­ 
ered vines cover the stucco 
w alls and tile roofs. Ducks, 
sheep and cows saunter freely. 
The owner is Dr. Joao Vale 
Mauricio, a local cardiologist. 
In the main house a museum­ 
like living room features a 
hundred-year-old telephone, the 
first in Montes Claros. Por­ 
tuguese history in a collection 
of swords and guns and a 
vintage 
sidesaddle 
vies 
for 
attention 
with 
indigenous 
Brazilians in the form of Indian 
fish gill necklaces, snakeskins 
and baskets. It’s a pleasant 
place for guests to relax.
